SHARING

In last week's ‘Anvil Chorus” under the Personnel column, Sherman Miller 
had & good article, so good that I want to re-emphasize it. 

His article pointed out that our Profit Sharing Fund was a real Profit Sharing 
Fund in which we had a substantial financial stake, and one which we had to 
work for to win, 

I urge that all of you refer to your Plomb Handbook and re-read pages 35 
to 38 in which is offered you, all of you who have been here over two years, or 
more, a participation in profits, ranging up to 15% of your salary, providing the 
Company makes money. 

In these war-iime years any company can make money without half trying. 

In the years to come only the capable, the energetic and the intelligent are 
going to make money. If we don't make it there'll be no Profit Sharing Fund, and 
a 15% participation beyond your wages through that fund can just flutter out 
the window. 

There'll be more about this next year. What Sherman Miller plainly meant 
to say is, that if the Company is run economically, if costs are kept down, and 
profits result, then, through this means we can participate in those profits, rang- 
ing up to the extent of 15% of our compensation. Another way to put it means 
that we can iake proportionately more money out of the Company through our 
Profit Sharing Fund, as a bonus, than the stockholders will take out in dividends. 

We are already well paid by comparative standards of other companies 
and other members of the indusiry, yet on top of it, your Board of Directors have 
in effect said “If you folks who are now well paid, can produce results we will 


reward you through the Profit Sharing Fund”.
